Then ſaid aul vnto him, God ſhall ſmite thee, 
thou painted wall: fo ſitteſt thou and iudgeſt mee 
alter the Law, and commandeſt mee to bee ſmitten 
contrary to the Law ? And they that ſtood by, ſaid.

of the hope and reſurrection ot the dead J am 
: iudged. And when he had ſo laid, there aroſe a de⸗ 
bate betweenethe Phariſees and the Sadducees: 
and the multitude was diuided. Foꝛthe Saddu⸗ 
cees lay that there is no returrection. neither An⸗ 
gell, noꝛ ſpirit; but the Phariſees conkeſle both.

And they were moze then kourty men, 
which had made this conlpiracie. And they came 
to the chiele Pꝛielts and Elderg, and ſaid, me haue 
bound our ſelues with a vow, that wee will eate 
nothing vnill we haue llaine aul. Now there⸗ 
foze giue ve knowledge to the chiele captaine, and 
to the Councell, that hee bꝛing him fooꝛth vnto 
you to moꝛrow. as though yee wonld know ſome⸗ 
thing moze perfectly ofhim: and wee, oz euer hee 
come neere,are ready to kill him And when Pauls 
ſiters-ſonne heard ol their laying awaite, he went 
and entred into the caſtle, and told Paul. And 
Paul called one ofthe vnder captaines vnto him, 
and ſatd, Bꝛing this yong man vnt9 the high cap⸗ 
taine: foꝛ Hee Hath a certaine thing to che w him. 
Andhee tooke him, and bꝛought him to the high 
captaine, and ſayd, Paul the pꝛiſoner called mee 

vnto him, and pꝛaped * to bꝛing this pong or

vnto thee , which hath a certaine matter to ſhe we 
thee. Then the high captaine tooke him by the 
hand, and went with him out of the way, and al⸗ 
ked him. What is it that thou haſt to tell me? And 
he aid, the Jewes are determined to deſire thee, 
that thou wouldeſt bꝛing foozth Paul to moꝛrow 
into the Councell, as though they would enquire 
ſome what ofhim moꝛe pertectly. But follow not 
thou their mindes: fo2 there lie in waite foz him 
ol them moꝛe then kourty men, which haue bound 
themſelues with a vowe, that they will neither 
eate noꝛ dꝛinke till they haue killed him: and no w 
are they ready, and looke foꝛ a pꝛomiſe from thee. 
The chieke captaine then let the young man de⸗ 
part, and charged him, See thou tell it out to no 
man, that thou hait ſhewed theſe things to mee. 
And hee called vnto him two vnder captaines,ſay- 
ing, Wake ready two hundꝛed ſouldiers to goe to 
Cefarea , and hozſemen thzeeſcoze and tenne, and 
ſpearemen two hundꝛed, at the third houre ofthe 
night: And deliuerthem beaſtes , that they may 
ſet Paul on, and bꝛing him ſafe vnto Felix the hie 
deputie. And hee wꝛote a letter after this maner, 
Claudius Lyſias, vnto the moſt mighty rulerFe- 
lix.ſendeth greetings. This man was taken ol the 
Jewes,and chould haue been killed of them: Then 
came J with an armie, and reſcued him, and per⸗ 
ceiued that hee was a Romane: And when J 
would haue kno wen the cauſe wherefoze they ac- 
cuſed him, J bꝛought him toozth into their Coun⸗ 
cell. hom J percetued to bee accuſed of quelti- 
ons of their Law, but hauing nothing layd to his 
charge wozthy of death, oꝛ ol bonds. And when 
it was ſhewed me how that the Jeweslatd wage 
02 


for his Maieſties deliverance, &c. 
fo: the man, J ſent him ſtraight way to thee, and 
gaue commandement to his accuſers , that the 
things which they haue againſt him, they ould 
tell befoꝛe thee. Farewell. Then the ſouldierg, as 
it was commanded them toone Paul, and bzought 
him nigh to Antipatris. On the moꝛrow, they 
left the hoꝛſemen to goe with him, and returned 
vnto the caſtle. Which when they came to Ceſa- 
rea, and delivered the Epiſtle to the Deputie, pꝛe⸗ 
ſented Paul alſo betoze him. And when the depu⸗ 
tie had read the letter, hee aſſiedof what pꝛouince 
he was. And when hee bnderſtood that he was of 
Cilicia, J will heare thee, ſayd he, when thine 
accuſers are come alſo. And hee commanded him 

to be kept in Herods iudgement hall.

Be it therekoꝛe enacted by the Rings moſt Excel- 
lent Maieſtie, the Loꝛds Spirituall and Tempo- 
rall, and the Commons in this pzeſent Parlia⸗ 
ment allembled, and by the authozitie of the 
ſame, That all and ſingular Miniſters in euery 
Cathedzall and Parich Church, 62 other vſtail 
place foz Common pꝛaper within this Realme ol 
England and the LTominions of the ſame. ſhall al⸗ 
wapes vpon the fifth day ol Nouember , ſay Moꝛ⸗ 
ning pꝛayer, and giue vnto Almighty God thankes 
loꝛ this moſt happie deliuerance; And that all and e⸗ 
uery perſon and perſons inhabiting within this 
Realme of England and the Zominions ol the 
lame, ſhallalwayes vpon that Day diligently and 
faithfully reſo2t to the parich Church oz Chappell 
accuſtomed, oꝛ toſome vſuall Church oz Chappell 
where the ſayd Moꝛning pzayer, Pzeaching,o2 0- 
ther ſeruice ot God ſhal be vſed,and then and there 
to abide oꝛderly and ſoberly during the time of the 
ſaid Pꝛapers, Pꝛeaching, oꝛ other ſeruice ot God 
there to bee vſed and miniſtred. |

in minde ol this duety and bee the better pꝛepared 
to the ſayd holy Deruice, Be it enacted by authoꝛi⸗
